Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In view of non-entry of applicant's amendment, 
applicant's arguments cannot be persuasive of patentability. Had applicant's amendment been entered, all pending rejections would have 
been withdrawn. New rejections of Claim 15 with respect to section 112, first and second paragraph rejections would have been 
required. Applicant's comments do not clarify support for the subject matter of and meaning of Claim 15. Particularly, none of the 
particles in Figures 3 and 4 appear to be as large as 5 mils. Particles appear to be less than and on the order of 25 microns, or 1 mil. 
It is unclear what is the relationship between the text disclosure of particles having sizes of 5 to 30 mils and the depiction of apparently 
much smaller particles in the figures. It is unclear whether the claimed particle size numerical values are of the appropriate units. 
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
